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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments raise new issues in that claim 1 now requires the step of "genotypicaily or phenotypically 
confirming the diagnosis or the determination of the presence or absence of risk or assessment of the level of the risk", which was not 
previously a limitation of the claims. This new confirmation step requires further consideration in light of the pending rejections under 112, 
1st paragraph. This limitation also raises the issue of new matter because support could not be found for such a step where indicated by 
Applicant (see Remarks, page 8). Specifically, the specification passage to which Applicant points at page 2 is in the context of describing 
prior art methods and does not appear to provide support for genotypic or phenotypic confirmation steps in the context of Applicant's 
claimed invention. Claim 1 also now recites that the CAP 18 measurement indicates "possible" diagnosis or "possible" presence of risk, 
which was not previously a limitation of the claims and would require further consideration and/or search. The amendments also change 
the scope of one or more claims in that claim 1 now recites measuring "native" CAP 18, which was not previously a limitation of the claims.
